A mon g tirs rather characteristic gênera the 
following are to be nicntioned: Pamuiatusics, Kisitra, Canliaihtc- 
lylus, Hetcrolrypus, liant, Pleroplislus, Lebiulltiis ; rnost of thèse 
arc ptirely Mnlnysian gênera, but sonie of tliem are also represented 
in the occanic région and towards the Philippine islnnds. 

During their visit in t.924 to tliis group of islands ofl the wcst 
coast of Sumatra 1 Messrs. C'. Boden Kloss, N. Smedlcy and H. H. 
Karny sectired a certain nutnber of new spccies; but very few of 
thern, if any, should yct be considered ns truly endémie species; 
thev will very likély be found again in the ittiglibouring large 
islands. 

As a whole the Gryllid fauna of the Mcntàwi Islands is the 
typical Malavsian fauna, the nftînities of which arc divided hetwtscn 
India and the oeeanic fauna but more decîded towards the latter 
than towards the former.*
